Wheat Pool 


The Wheat ciation in Weaken 
Canada is being followed with great 
interest and withi varied emotions by 
people all-over the world. Wheat is 
the basic food of many millione of 
people and the chief souree of income 
of millions more. The consumers 
are interested particularly in cheap 
bread and the pi rs in getting a 
fair return for their Jabor. 

What arouses interest in Canada is 
the fact that our wheat prices have 


been above the world’s parity and re-| . 


fuse to come down. This situation 
persists in the face of the fact that 
Oanada is the leading wheat export- 
ing country in the world and even al- 
though ‘the western ciop ‘s-short this 
year, the Dominion will still have to 
export possibly two hundred million 
bushels of wheat. 

The present wheat crop in Western 
Canada has been estimated at from 
250,000,000 bushels to 272,000,000 bu- 
shels, about half the crop threshed in 
the Prairie Provinces last year. In 
the face of this comparatively light 
crop terminal storage is being over- 
extended while the surplus wheat is 
hacking up into the country.  Rail- 
way companies are rationing cars for 
wheat and lake grain carriers are tak- 
ing on winter storage. 

This situation hae been laid at the 
doors of the Canadian Wheat Pool and 
the Wheat Pool has accepted the re- 
sponsibility. 

In a statement recently published, 
E. B. Ramsay, late general manager 
of the Wheat Pool’s central selling 
agency, points out that if the Cana- 
dian crop were sold ‘‘at present 
price levels, having due regard to the 
grade of the crop, this only promises 
a gnoss farm income of $298,000,000 
or an approximate reduction in the 
buying power of the West of $170,- 
000,000.” ‘‘The value of last year’s 
crop,’’? Mr. Ramsay calculates, ‘‘of 
which 466,000000 bushels ‘were in- 
spécted; was very close to $470,000,- 
000.” Present price fluctuations 
showed cash wheat at Winnipeg on 
October 1 selling for $1.46 1-2, conse- 
quently, if Oanada’s crop this year, 
on account of ite quality and scarcity, 
is to bring the financial return any- 
where near the $470,000,000 of last 
year, the prices now prevailing will! 
have to go considerably higher. Every 
further drop involves a further re- 
duction of the purchasing power of 
the West. 

If the price of Canadian wheat was 
reduced there would be no difficulty 
in making sales and the blockade 
would be at an end, but are Canadian 
growers prepared to place their high 
quality wheat on the bargain count- 
er? The Wheat Pool believes it poor 
business to do so. 


| Burope who are so eager 


The European buyers of wheat are | 
showing concern over the Canadian 
situation but have been steadfastly 
refusing to come into the market at 
prevailing levels. News stories are 
being cabled from Britain telling of 
huge supplies of grain on hand, of 
abnormally: lange ‘crops in France, and 
of low prices being paid British farm- 
ers for their wheat, all circulated to 
have a bearish effect on the Canad- 
ian market. It is significant to note, 
however, that Hon. J. H. Thomas es- 
timates the wheat supply in Britain 
only. sufficient to cover requirements 
for six week’s time. 


There has been criticism of Cana- 
dian Wheat Pool’s stand by various 
in':rosts overseas era abso in Cana- 
da. Steamship companies have ‘ocr 
laying up some of their Great Lakes 
carriers in winter quarters and som¢ 
have expressed bitterness over the 
fact that our grain is not being ex- 
ported, Railways have been hindévred 
in their operations and possibly have 
not been pleased over the situation. 
But in spite of criticism the Wheat 
Pool is maintaining its position that 
Canadian farmers cannot take lower 
prices for their wheat, 

There are some who point to West- 
ern Canada wheat growers as a gang 
of profiteers, eager to reise the price 
of bread to the poor workingmen in 
Europe. Others point to the Pool as 
being instrumental in dis-organizing 
the shipping and transportation inter- 
ests and in having workmen put on 
the unemployed list. These accusa- 
tions are unfair. 
er Camada badly need a fair price for 
their wheat this fall or otherwise 
there will be hard times. In Western 
Canada in most districts the crop has 
been extraordinarily light and even at 
present pmices, there is little profit 
in wheat raising. In many sections, 
of Western Canada there is dire want 
in farm homes because of frosibed 
grain last year and drouth this year. 
No one can find fault with these peo- 
ple for desiring to obtain a price 
for their grain which is not at all ex- 
orbitamt. Furthermore it should be 
remembered that the same buyers in 
to obtain 
cheap. wheat now, steadfastly refused 
to buy last. spring when good Oana- 
dian wheat could have been puy¢thiased 
at a price not much above $1.00 a 
bushel. 

Western Canadian farmer raises 
wheat under great difficulties. The 
revages of the climate, frost, hail and 
drouth, take a tremendous toll of his 
labor annually, He is the only farm- 
er in the world who grows wheat such 


a long distance from tidewater and | 


places his dependance to such an ex- 
tent on the export trade. He has to 
buy everything he requires ia a pro- 
tected market and sell in the world 
market. He enters into competition 
with grain grown under peonage sys- 
tem and on low-priced land, He is not

serving of credit rather than blame.. 


The workd wheat situation has beer 
made fairly plain. The forecast made 
by the United States department of 
agriculture indicates a serious depre- 
ciation in the amount of wheat pro- 
duced. in the world this year as com- 
pared to last year. Exclusive of Rus- 
sia and China, the estimated world 
production is 3,400,000,000 bushels for 
the present season, or half a billion 
bushels below the record production 
in 1928. Part’ of this «eduction is 
miade up by an increase in the world’s 
carryover of- 60,000,000 to 70,000,000 
bushels annually so that there is a 
decrease of about 400,000,000 bushels 
in supply in relation to demiand in the 
last crop year. ‘Then it should not be 
overlooked that Western. Oanada — is 
going into the winter afiter one of the 
driest autumns on record. This means 
that the seed bed next spring will 
lack very necessary moisture and that 
unuswally heavy and frequent rains 
will be reqiired during the growing 
season to produce a normal crop. 
The United States’ winter wheat crop 
has been above the average the past 
three years and the law of average 
would indicate that this might not 
occur this coming winter. Taking 
everything into consideration. it is 
manifest that there will be a short- 
age of wheat and that there is no 
reason for Canadidn wheat to decline 
to the levels fired by the unbusiness- 
like’ marketing systems of other ex- 
porting countries. Since July enor- 
mous quantities of low«priced wheat 
| have been exported to Burope by the 
Angentine. Liverpool buyers have 
not found it necessary to buy Cana- 
dian wheat at around $1.59 when they 
could buy Angentine wheat at $1.12. 

One of the arguments put wp 
against the Wheat Pool since its or- 
gar'zation was that supply and de- 
mand governs prices, The Pool has 
admitted this statement to be true in 
a broad sense, but there are govern- 
ing features of vital importance. If 
the Canadian wheat market had been 
left to the mercy of the law of supply 
land demand this fall most of our 
wheat would be sold before the end 
of ‘the year at greatly reduced prices 
and most of the producers would 
wake up to the faci that their wheat 
wes worth mcreo only after it was out 
of their hands 

The Wheat Tool action is receiving 
| the endorsation of most of the peopie. 
of Canada, The Winnipeg Free Press 
which hes always maintained a pos- 
ition of strict neutrality as regards 
the Wheat Pool and the Grain Trade,

In @ special ele: in The Vancou- 
ver Ronee ta stated that the 
Grain Trade of ‘Canada has gone 
through a revolution in its marketing 
methods.’ In the old days traders 
bought and sold each day as rumors 
developed. The reported near-embar- 
go limitations which the railways put 
on the grain movement on Tuesday, 
October 1, had it developed seven 
years: ago would have -driven the 
prices down ten per cent, below the 
world levels and every market in the 
world would have felt a similar reac- 
tion, while foreign buyers would have 
made hiay while the sun of confusion 
shone. : 

But what actually did happen? 
The market opened 1-2 a cent above 
the previous close and reached a 
high of 1. 1-2 cents above, touched 
142 1-2,.a low of one cent below the 
previous close and closed 1-4 cent up. 
It was a fine showing in the face of 
the biggest bear news of the day. 
Winnipeg was never leas than 1-2 
cent above Livenpool thiat day, not- 
withstanding persistent raiding ‘of 
the market by ‘‘bears” intent on buy- 
ing on breaks which they could not 
force on the market. 

Not a bad. showing for -the expon- 
ents of orderly marketing. It was a 
situation fraught with danger to the 
producer, more’ particularly so. since 
an air of suspicion had almost uncon- 
sciously developed. © Elevators were 
reaching a capacity load, farmers’ 
deliveries were falling off, steamship 
lines were idle with their crews off 
the payrolls, powerful business inter- 
ests were uneasy, the railways saw 
their receipte dropping to an alarm- 
ing extent, It was an ideal situation 
for a great ‘‘bear’’ market which 
would see Canadian wheat on the 
block to ease the screeching wheels 
of Oanada’s economic life. Yet noth- 
ing happened, © 

The Canadian Bank of Commerce 
publicly expressed the opinion ‘thiat 
the Wheat Pool is taking a sound 
stand in ite present policy, In its 
monthty commercial letter the Bank 
says it is as much the privilege of the 
farmers and their marketing organiz- 
ations to refuse to sell on a declin- 
ing market as it is of the other bus- 
iness interests who bargain for the 
best possible returns. The bank’s 
statistician is in accord with the 
Wheat Pool in predicting much reduc- 
ed world supplies and states that only 
a remarkable recovery can provide 
normal supplies from the southern 
Hemiephere. 

No one should delude himeelf that 
Western Canadian farmers are rolling 
in wealth, Figures recently compil- 
ed show thet in a survey conducted 
on 12,000 representative United Stat- 
es’ farms the average profit was 
$1,334 in the 12 months of 1926. The 
average investment in land was $15,- 
416. Deducting six per cent, interest
